“And yet there is room."" Luke 14: 22. 

The tex is p:rt of the parable of the “great supper.” 
Toe parsble well represents the provision made for 
D an’s salvation, the invitation given to man to partake 
(f she. blessings uf the gospel, man’s unwillingness to 
*orept the « ffers of mercy. his vain ¢xcuses for neg'ect- 
ing gospel invitations, and the final r- jection of those 
who willfully refuse to come to the Savior and accept 
the free and full sslvation that he: flers to the world. 
It is vary ine ructive parabe, and well desigaed to 
henelit, those who read it with a desire to understand 
ite true import. 

The gall of the Gentiles is well represented by “going 
into the highways and hedyes” The disciples’ first 
Commi-sion confined their labors to the Jewe—to “the 
lost sheep of the bouse of Ierael.” They were “not to 
g0 into the way of tbe Gentiles, nor enter into any city 
of the Samaritans,” . The proper time for preasbing | 
the gospel to the Gentiles had not come. Toe fret 
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Offers of mercy were to be made to the Jews. Afier 
Jesus ar. se from the dead he enlarged the commission 
(f his disciples, and commanded them to “go into all 
the world and preach the gospel tu every creature.” 

Toe men who were first invited to come to the “sup, 
per,” end refused to accep: the favitation, w-re prohib 
ited from ever “tasting thé supper.” Their ex 
cuses were so vain and frivolous that they were re- 
garded by Him who prepared the “supper” as an 
insult, They claimed to be hindered by business en 
gagements and domestic duties; whereas the r al cause 
of their not coming to the “supper” when invited was 
the fact that they bad no desire to socept the invitation. 
The provision made was bountiful, the invitation hon- 
estly and freely given, the compelling influence wa 
almost irresistible, and still “there was yet rvom,” ever 
after they had gone “into the streets and lens of th 
city” aud “into the highways agit hedges,” and had ex 
tended the invitation to “the poor and the maimed and 
the halt and the blind.” 

To-day men are invited to partake of she gospel feast. 
They are urged todo so, COhrist’s servants are striving 
to “compel” the unwilling ones by every argumen! 
that man can use, and yet-they refuse to come. Toe 
appeal! is made to man’s reason—to his hopes and fears; 
aod they set before him, in language that can not be 
misu: de:stood, the j ys of the saint aud wors of the 
sinner. They tell man of the blies and glory of heaven, 
and the sorrows of the lost. A few—very few—ol the 
whole people are influenced by argament to beed th: 
warning that is given, After making the greatest poe- 
sible ¢ ff rt to eave the lost, the servants have to retur: 
40 the Master of the gospel. feast and eay,“Aad ye 
there is soom.” 

Thank Gud, there is room! Yes, there is room in 
the love and compa-sion of Jesus; there 13 room in the 
church, and will be till “the knowledge cf the glory ol 
God shall cover the whole earth ;” there is room in heav 
en—an abundance of room. Toere are times when peo 
ple desire to get into a church or hall to listen to av 
ek quent speaker, or to p:rtake of the spirit of the 
meeting, and are unable to do so for want «{ room. 
Not eo of heaven; it is not full. The voice fr-m above 
is saying to every one, “And yet there is room.” 

The excues tnat men offer to-day for not coming to 
Christ and preparing for heaven are vain and worth- 
lesa, Toey will amount to nothing by way of justi 
tion when the world shall be “judged in righteousness 
by that man (Jesue) whom he ‘God) hath ordained ; 
wh: reof he hath given assurance unto all men, in tbat 
he ha'h raised him from the dead.” 

If salvation could be benght with money, it ie quite 
probable that the mass of the peopie would mzke a 
rush for the kingdom. Because it is offered ‘without 
money snd without price,” man neglects his own salva- 
tion. He jacpard.zes the interests of his own soul by

one cf thoee.stages is actually part and parcel of that 
final development which gives a man bis reputation as 
a echolar, although they are humble and very remote 
root. work, 

Morality is good in every part, but it isnot all that 
you are after. A foundation for a boure is good, but if 
you stop, and do not build on it, whatcis it good for? It 
is good for what it foretells. And I suppose the sprout 
of a. seed ia good; but how long. i! you stop it in the 
sprout state, will it be before you can get any peaches 
off from it? Its value is in that which it propbeser, 
and which you hope. So every form of self-control, 
whether it be through the law'or the family, through 4 
sympathetic bias, through the example of society, or 
through sny other influence whatecever; anything that 
tends to inspire a man, to restrain the flesh, to develop 
the intelligence and to quicken the moval sensibilities, 
is preliminary -work;.and_ it. ought.to-be understood as 
such. But when.you make discrimination, snd tay, 
“This side of that line you are children of the devil, 
and the other side of that line youare obildren of God,” 
you convey a great error, You do not find it eo in the 
New Testament. It is notin the spirit and genius of 
the New Testament to make such distinctions as that. 
As a eubstitute for later stages, the preliminary growth 
is not good for anything; but as a pre-requisite condi- 
tion, it is good for a great deal. 

More than that, conversion is often an imperceptible 
condition. That is, when a man is converted in the 
old fashioned understanding of that word, when he has

Extravagance is nothing less than excees, and’ op- 
portunities for its display way be found’ almost any- 
where. A msn can as easily be extravagant in his eat- 
ing 28 in his drinking, ard is as likely to be im hisdrink- 
ing as he is in spending his money. It is the vice of 
wandering beyond alimit. There is a wide distinction 
between views that are simply inaccurate and views of 
life that are false. The theory of total depravity isa 
false statement, therefore extravagant, A child is born 
without character. It has tendencies, but not quali- 
ties. Inaccurate views of life are recessary concomi- 
tants of youth; but G@cd never gave youth falsé views of 
life. 

There is extravagance in the use of time that shou'd 
not be indulged. We can not afford to let time pars 
unimproved. The character is being formed all the 
while, and unlike the dress or bonnet, can not be made 
over; or the building, te torn down and rebuilt. It is 
the law of nature and revelation that “whatsoever a 
man eoweth that shall he also reap.” 

Another thing to guard againet is extravagant speech. 
These superlatives and adjectives of the lower order 
would be as well left ont in any ordinary conversation. 
The best p'an is to avoid all extravagant expressions. 
If a young person will carefully watch his language for 
one day be will have occasion to leave out many super- 
latives. Slang phrases seem to be a cdntagion aniong 
young people, some of which are most disgusting it Hot 
absolutely vile. 

Extravagance in the use of money is another preva- 
lent habit. Everybcdy should strive to live within 
their income. It will be a pleasure in the after part of 
life to be above the fear of the “poor-house.” “Young 
men should avoid the habit of chewing and smoking 


alarm, in a little “wild oats.” They do not believe in 
being “tied down to the apron-strings.”

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A VISIT TO NEW ENGLAND, 

The third Sanday in July I had arranged to be at 
Rye, North Hampton, and New Castle, all in New 
Hempshire. 

O1 my way to these points I spent two days with 
Brotber Goss at Portsmouth. Here I attended a very 
good Sunday school concert in the Christian church, 
and was present at the weekly prayer-meeting. Bre. 


‘ Goss has bad a successiul ministry here of almost 


eleven years, and, with a single exception,—that of 
Rev Dr. Alden, pastor of the Baptist church, known to 
many of our people who attend the camp meeting,—is 
the oldest settled pastor in the city. The church is in 
good condition, especially when we remember that 
business in the city has declined considerably in the 
past few years. 

At Rye there was a good congregation present, 
though in the midst of the boarding season, when 
many are kept at home. It was very pleasant to 
meet these friends of former years, made dear by 
three years of pastoral relations. Rev. L. Phillips is 
the present pastor, and is doing good service for the 
eause having had ripe experience in bis many yeare in 
the ministry. Our collection here amounted to $18.93. 

At North Hampton,in the afternoon, the congrega- 
tion was smaller than usual, from the same cauee as at 
Rye. Tois church is not large, but it is in a com 
munity that needs church privileges, and the brethren 
are praying for a>evival that may add strength to the 
cause. Rov. H. Praisted is the pastor. residing in 
Wells, Maine. Our collection here was $3 27. 

In the evening a good congregstion gathered in the 
church at New Oastle, of which Rev. G. D. Garland is 
pastor. This is the place where I firet preached stated 
ly when I was a college student, and it was pleasant to 
preach there again, as of yore, the word of life. This is 
alepg asmeali church, but willing to make sscrifice for 
the cause of the Master. Our collect:on here was $3 62. | 
They bave a good chapel in good repair, having been 
remodeled and improved a few years since, and unless 
Newton has received its promised bell, bas the only 
bell of any of our churches in R ckingbam County. It 
has also a parsonege, uponswhich there:is @ emall debt, 
and any help from our brethren would. be gladly re- 
ceived by them. 

Os the evening of July 19h I was with the 8 uth 
Berwick and Welis Church,in Maine, Consideriug 
that it wes in the midet of haying, in a country com. 
munity, the congregation was large—larger than I ex 
p cted. This church has one of the best chapels I have 
ever seen inac uostry community. It ie a very neat, 
tasty chapel, euffic ently large, built some two yevrs 
since. Rev. Z Kvight is their pastor, and has been for 
eight years. Revs. H. Piaisted and J. W. Young were 
also present. The collection for our Biblical School 
was $4 30. 

Having made arraxgements to spend Sabbath, the 
22d, at Skowhegan, Maine, and vic ni'y, I took the 
cars on the 21st, and, after a short stop at that cele- 
brated watering place and camp ground, O:d Orchard 
Beach, reached the beautiful city of Portland. Itisa 
painful thought to me that neither of our former two 
eburehes in that “Furest City” is now in existence. 
A ride «f one bundred miles by the Maine Central 
Railroad, through thriving cities and towrs, as also 
threngh go:d farms and along beautiful lakes and-the 
Kennebec River, brought us to Skowhegan. It was 
especially a pleasant journey, as the passenger was not 
annoyed by cinders from the locomotive, Tois and 
the Eastern road use on their engines a cinder cateher, 
that adds greatly to the comfort of travelers. 

Bro. Weeks, a former student of our school, is paetor 
at Skowhegan, and he took special charge : f the writer 
on the Sabbath, carrying him in the morning to North 
Fairfield, where we found an interesting congregation, 
which contributed $8 01 to our school.

A MEMORIAL OF REV. JOHN TAYLOR. 


The following is a partial report of services beld in 
the Broad 8 reet Obristian Oburch, Westerly, R. I., 
Jaly 221, and is taken irom the Providence (R. I) 
Journal : 

To those whose only’ recollection of Rev. John Tay- 
lor is of a tall, erect figure, with a serene, ind: vidas) 
face, representing one who, for twenty five years, war 
the successful leader of what is now known as the 
Broad 8 reet Christian Ohurch, and who, though unos 
tentatious, held a place of his own in this community, 
in which he was generally respected—to such the pro 
posal to erect a marble tablet on the ep >t where he used 
to preach in memory of him seemed, when it was first 
mentioned not long since, a very fiting ove. To thuee 
| who had deeper knowledge of Elder Taylor it doubtless 
seemed that the name of so excellent a man deserveo 
long since to bave been thus memorislised. A tabdie: 
to his memory, bearing this inscription in gilt letters 
on a black marble ground, was placed upon the wail a' 
the left of the pulpit a few days ago, and was fi‘ly 
noticed in the services in that house Suoday morning: 
“This tablet was erected by his chiidren in memory o! 
Jobn Tayler who, on this epot for twenty-five years, 
preached the gospel as he understood it withcut fear or 
favor. Born Msy 16 1805; died October 12 1872” 

There was a very good attendance on the memoria) 
services, including some residents whose ecclesiaatica) 
connection is with other societies. Of the three mem 
bers of the Taylor family only one was present, John 
A. Taylor, Eq, ef New York, who has been chi fly in 
atramental in this memoria! act. 

The exerciees prc per were prefaced by a voluntary 
improvised by the choir, Miss C. E. Nich: le at the or 
gan. Toe pastor, Rev. B. F. Ol .yton, then invoked divine 
assistance and read most of the eighth chapter of Luke, 
concluding w th the fortieth veree. After the reading 
the choir sang the antbem, “These Walls We to Thy 
Honor R :ise,” and then the pastor offered prayer, ex 
pressing thank: among other b'eesings for tro memory 
of E'der Taylor’s “pure life,” which “is sweet to us who 
koew him not, because of the words of those who knew 
him so well.” The notices fur the week having been 
given, the choir and the congregation j ined in singing 
“How Blest the Righteous when he D.es,” after which 
the pastor delivered the memorial address. His basis 
was Luke 8: 5 (first part): “A sower went out to sow 
his ceed.” He said: The words of our text are pecu 
fiarly applicable to him whose name we honor to-day. 
There is » peculiar sense in whieh the preacber can be 
cal'ed the sower. Obriet eaid the seed is the word of 
God ; the preacher has to do with this, and ie, therefore, 
in a technical eense,a rower. Father Tuylor was boro 
in Satton, N. H., Mey 16,1805 Hie father died whea 
he was six years old.

trious man who preached the gospel of industry. 

The preacher then paid a tribu e to the bo esty, the 
benevolence, and self denial: f Eider Taylor. Although 
he left hie children no legacy, he left them an ex mple 
tn these respects that is priceless. He wasa men whose 
11 fluence did not die with him, not only in this com- 
munity, but with many who have gone out to seek 
homes elsewbere, it lives yet. Then, too, he was the 
representative of a great principle—the principle of 
Ooristian liberty. In 1846 be was called a heretic. His 
motto was, Christian character the test of Christian fel- 
lowship, and the Bible the ru'e of faith and prectice. 
Now the very principles be sdvocated have come to 
prevail in Obristeodom. He was a Obrietian both in 
theory and in practice, believir.g that men should be 
tested for Obristian fellowship by the Christianity of 
their characters, and tbat men shcu'd depend, not on 
opinion of the Bible, but on the Bible itself; and be 
recoga'sed ali whom God recognis d se his fvllowers, 
and endeavored to conform himeeif to the same etand- 
ard, Some of the seed he sowed fared as o'hers’ sow- 
ing has fared; but some bore fruit, and the frait is ap- 
psrent all arcuod us today. And it has been my joy 
to see people of every neme and order speak so kid y 
of Father Taylor. I¢ is an inepiraion, it gives me 
etrength and oc urage to hear ove in my calling spoken 
of as be has been, He then formally received the tab- 
let in beba'f of the cburch, expressing the wish that 
the memiiry of the man of whom it is a memories) 
might be a source of great inspiration to all who should 
nére. f er come to hear the preaching of the word from 
this desk ; and closed with these words: Iam ghd to 
look in the faces of some who, during «!] the twenty- 
five years of Father Taylor's work in Westerly, stood 
by hie side, aud were a source of inspiration to him, 
not ouly oo the street, but as be et od in the pulpit; 
and I am glad tosay that if your work is as good as hie, 
if your lives are as pure as bie, when you sball gather 
up your feet to depart, you ehall meet bim where cir- 
cles ere never broken up by death.

—It bas been claimed that if Jesus had been the Obrist 
of God in any peculiar or pre-eminent sense that hie 
coming would not have been eo long delayed, Jesus 
came to the world as scon as the world was ready to re 
ceive him. Onildren do not take solid food until their 
ieeth bave growa, and such is the economy of Provi- 
dence, both in nature and in grace,and the coming of 
tbe Messiah is no exception to the rule, 


—It would be a great mistake for the people of this 
country to become frightened at the approsch of the 
cholera. Taose who stand firmly at the post of duty 
and do all in their power to relieve aad help those who 
are stricken by the disease, are less lable to be prostrated 
by it than those who take fright and attempt to flee for 
safety. Oleanliness and regularity of babite, with eim- 
plicity and moderation in diet, wili be the best protec- 
tion against it. 

+We have received from Rav. D. W. Moore a copy of 
the minutes of the New York Weatern Obris ian Con- 
ference in pamphlet. And, by the way, every cenfer- 
ence shou!d publish its proceedings in pamphiet form. 
The expenee is but meager. A con‘erence that has not 
sufficient liberality and enterprise to raise twenty dol- 
lars for putting its minutes in permanent form needs to 
take astep forward. A god roport of the business 
transacted at conference should be sent t > the HERALD 
immediately on the:close of the session and the minutes 
published in pamphlet. 

—Every Christian conference should be a missionary 
society. No organized body of workers for Onrist should 
be content with holding the ground now occupied. A 
body that does so content itself willsoon discover that it 
is losing ground. The present position can be held only 
by aggressive movements. It is not necessary to organ- 
ize a missionary society in addition to the conference. 
The multiplication of instru mentalities often complicates 
machinery and hinders efficiency. Where such societies 
are now orgaa’zed it is well to continue them, but keep 
them active and at work. It is very humiliating for a 
conference to suffer a church to go out of existence for 
want of a little timely co-operation and assistance. 

—Hon Montgomery B'a'r, the last survivor of the 
famous Lincoln cabinet, died at hia home at Silver 
Springr, Maryland, on Friday, the 27th ult. Those 
who are familiar with the engraving, ‘ Lincoln and bis 
cabinet discussing the emancipation proclamstion,” 
will remember the face of the postmaster general in the 
back ground of the picture. According to Mr. Car- 
penter, the painter of the group, Mr. Blair was the only 
one of the President’s advisers who doubted the ex 
pediency ot the measure. He was the son of F. P. 
Blair, Sr. the distinguished Washington editor, and 
brother to Gen. F. P. Blair, long s» member of the 
House of Repre-eutatives and after the war a Senator 
from Missouri. He was seventy years old. 

—A young brother who is preaching for a Congre- 
gational Church out West writes us a communication, 
which, for his sake, we decline to publish. It contains 
some rash utterances that would not look well in type. 
The brother complains of something that has been said 
through the HERALD concerning those ministers of the 
Christians who are preaching to churches of other de- 
nomivations as being unjust. It is perfectly natural for 
men to defend that which they aredoing. For our part 
we have no disposition to complaip. We should be 
greatly rej iced if it were practicable to fill all the pul- 
pits of all the creed-bound churches in America with 
good, true, and faithful ministers who understand, be 
lieve, teach, and practice the broad, brotherly g: spel 
priaciples of the Obristians. But, if ministers are to 
enter euch pulpits with, the understanding that they are 
to keep silent upon those questions that make the sect 
what it is, or toat make the Obristian movement what 
it should be, then his position is a false one and will ulti- 
mately undermine his character.

Two persons from Alex- 
andria have died in London. 


regulations against persons, goods, and vessels from 
Egypt. It is said that, unless the English authoritis 
promptly take the direction of affairs, the checking of 
the speed of the cholera will be hopeless. Even the 
simplest sanitary arrangements are neglected. Sever- 
al cases of cholera have developed at Palma, Ms} rca. 
Many families are fleing thence to the mainland of 
Spain. The Spanish Government bas introduced a bill 
in the Cortes for a credit of 1,000,000 pesetas to defrey 
the cost of the adoption of all possible measures against 
the intrcdaction of cholera into Spain. 

The annual report of the board of health of Oxuloutta 
contains alarming reports of the spread of cholera in 
that city. .A supplementary report of the firet quarter 
of thie year announces tbat, out of population of 288,- 
000 nearly 600 bave succumbed to the effects of the 
dreadfal sovarge. This is an excess of over 200 deaths 
for the corresponding quarter of 1882, During the 
months of April acd May of this year there was a 
steady increase in the death rate from cholera, averag- 
ing about 400 deaths for each month. During the year 
1882 there were 2240 deaths from cholera in Calcutta. 
Of this number 1597 were males and 648 females. 
The past year bas been an exceedingly unfavorsb'e one 
in respect to cholera in Oslcutte. In no year since 
1869 bas there been so large an aggregate mortality 
from this cause, and from present appearances the 
deaths during the year of 1883 will be greatly increa:- 
ed. The month in which most deaths from cholera oc- 
curred during last year was in December, toere b: ing 
411, May came next with 380, and Apr | with 318. The 
least number for any month was in Sep:ember, there 
being but thirty eight deaths from thie disease. 

The Springtield Republican gives thie summary of 
the rise and progress uf the disease this year: The chol- 
era scourge now ragirg in Egypt first appeared lest 
August in the Sooloo Islands, ao archipelago near Bor- 
neo, and it is supposed that of the population of 200, 
000, as many as 20,000 died during the season. As 
there was no qaarantine the disease scon spread to the 
Philippine grcup, and in September appeared in Japan 
aod some parts of Obina, and s »me cities suffered terri- 
bly. The pest made little or no progress daring the 
winter, but in the spring begs. the westward journey 
which may not improbably end in San Franciséo, It 
appeared in Bombay, and has work-d along the old 
route through the Red Sea to the Isthmus of Sus. 
Toere fourteen governments, our own among them, 
have established quarantine, but it is said that Eogland 
permitted rome perilous risks to health to favor com- 
merce, and Ezypt to-day is the suff rer. There is only 
the Mediterranean between infected pleces and the 
European p» rts, and the infection is direotly on the 
great naval highway. It will be very fortunate if chol. 
era does not sweep through to the Atlantic during the 
summer, and wader the usual course, our own great 
danger will come a year later.
